A 
private concern now does the work. 
The Bank of Greece em ploys the 
American method, its ring suffered

The American experts do not hold to 
the popular notion abroad that

notes of the Hank o f England cannot 
i>e counterfeited. 
T h ey contend that 
these famous note* onn be imitated 
readily enough, for little attempt is 
made to protect them beyond the use 
o f a waterm arked paper. 
One practical safeguard of great e f ­ 
fectiveness is the custom «.f the Hank 
o f England of canceling every note 
that is returned to the hank and issu­ 
ing another In its place. This ami the 
practice o f keeping a record of the 
nuinlters o,f all banknotes used in e v ­ 
ery business establishm ent keep alive 
a keen «onse <>f responsibility, which 
adds to security.— Philadelphia Record.
